Albany, N. Y., February 12.—Governor 
Roosevelt today gave out a statement rel- 
ative to the vice presidency, in which he 
declares that he will not accept the honor 
under any circumstances. His statement 
follows: 


“In view of the continued statements 
in the press that I may be urged as a 
candidate for vice president, and in view 
of the many letters that reach me ad- 
visihge for and against such a course, it 
is proper for me to state definitely that 
under no circumstances could I or would 
I accept the nomination for the _ vice 
presidency. It is needless to say how 
deeply I appreciate the honor conferred 
upon me by tthe mere desire to place me 
in so high and dignified position. But it 
seems to me clear that at the present 
time my duty is here in the state whose 
people chose me tto be governor. 

“Great problems have been faced and 
afe being partly solved in this state at 
this time, and if the people so desire, I 
hope that the work thus begun I may 
help carry to a successful conclusion.” 

Tha governor, in giving out his state 
ment, said: 

“And I am happy to state that Sena- 
tor Platt cordially acquiesces in my views 
in the matter.”’ 


PARIS TREATY MAY BE IGNORED 


Princeton Visits the Cala- 
aie ~-~pan Islands. 

Manila, February 12.—It is reported 
that the United States gunboat Princeton 
visited the Tatanes and Galagan islands 
which were omitted from -the Paris 
being north of twenty 
degrees of latitude, raised American 
flags and appomted native governors. It 
is added that the Princeton found the 
Japanese flag at the Bayat island and 
refrained from landing there, pending 
orders. 

Reports from native sources, which are 
not confirmed, say General Pio del Pilar, 
‘the insurgent commander, agied of fever 
recently.

ciple to women; asking congress to submit 
to the state legislatures a constitutional 
amendment prohibiting the disfanchise- 
ment of United States citizens on ac- 

count of sex.

Cincinnati, February 12.—In the United 
States circuit court of appeals Judge W. 
H. Taft heard arguments this afternoon 
for over three hours on the applications 
far injunctions against the Kentucky state 
board of electon commissioners and the 
contestants for the state officers other 
than governor and lieutenant governor. 

The large courtroom was unable to hold

Sweeney and Yost, all of Kentucky. The 
defendants were represented by Scott, 
Hendrick, Hager and Maxwell, the latter 
being a member of the bar of Cincinnati 
and the others of Kentucky. 

Ex-Governor Bradley, for the plaintiff, 
began in a statement of the grounds upon 
which the action of the court is inyoked. 
After reciting the provisions by which 
the state board of elections is converted 
into a board of contest, he declared that 
they were entirely repugnant to a repub- 
lican form of government which provides 
for three distinct departments. 

He asserted that this board of contest 
had been made a judicial body by the 
Goebel law. 

Judge Taft inquired whether the Goebel 
law had been passed upon by the court of 
appeals. Governor Bradley replied that 
it had, but his contention was that in case 
he could show the law to be in contraven- 
tion of the federal constitution then the 
court could be invoked. 

Judge Taft replied that a decision of 
the state court on the constitutionality 


of the law did not necessarily prevent 


jurisdiction by the United States court of 
appeals, where a proper case could be 
shown, 


Goebel Law Attacked. 


Governor Bradley then went on to show 
in what respect the Goebel law deprives 
citizens of their rights. In this line, he 
spoke of the situation in Kentucky with 
regard to these complainants having been 
given the certificates of election by a 
yote of 2 to 1 and that one now 
the only member of the board which {is 
about to pass upon the contests institut- 
ed by the candidates opposed to these 
plaintiffs. One, he sald, had already offi- 
cially declared that the board had the 
power to go behind the returns and thus 
to exercise judicial powers. The other 
two members had likewise, in advance of 
their decision, declared their intention to 
oust these plaintiffs. 

Going into the argument for the juris- 
diction of this court, he said that this 
action had its basis in the provisions of 
the fourteenth amendment of the consti- 
tution of the United States. He quoted 
Justice Harlan as saying that a state may 


provisions of this section by taking life, 
liberty or property without due process of 
law. 

He went on to define the meaning of 
liberty so as to include in it the right to 
vote, to have the vote counted, and the 
officers elected permitted to exercise the 
functions of their office. 


Judge Taft here created a diversion by’ 


asking if the right to vote granted by 
the fourteenth amendment was to wo- 
men. 

Governor Bradley admitted that while 
women had not the right to vote it was 
nevertheless true that authorized electors 
are entitled to protectfon by the federal 
courts against any state agent which 
undertakes to nullify that vote.

After the conclusion of the arguments, 
Judge Taft advised counsel that he would 
announce his decision so far as the court 
having jurisdiction in the cases concerned 
at 2 o’clock Wednesday afternoon. 


TAYLOR’S MIND TURNS OFTEN. 


Moot Governor of Kentucky Unde- 
cided in His Action. 
Frankfort, Ky., February 12.—This was 
another day of unbroken calm in Frank- 
fort. The republican members of the 
legislature met at noon and appointed 
committees to inform Governor Taylor 
that the legislature had adjourned at Lon- 
don and was convened at Frankfort to 
transact such business as might come be- 
fore,them. The governor acknowledged the 
message and both houses adjourned until 
tomorrow. There were nine members in 
the senate and twenty-eight in the house. 
The committee, which was expected to 
come from the demvucratic members at 
Louisville to report whether it is safe for 
them to come to Frankfort, did not put 
in an appearance during the day. The 
republican leaders say that they expect 
nothing now to transpire until after Judge 
Taft, in Cincinnati, has rendered his de- 

cision on Wednesday. 

At one time today Governor Taylor de- 
cided to order away all of the soldicrs 
now here with the exception of a few 
for a personal bodyguard. He sent for 
Colonel Williams and actually gave the 
orders for the moving of the troops, but 
later changed his mind and said. that for 
the present at least he would not have 
any more of them yturned to. their 
homes.

ELKINS SPEAKS FOR MONEY POWER 


The Passage of the Financial Bill Is 
Much Doubted, as a Result of 
the Argument of the Colo- 
rado Senator Yester- 
day Morning. 


Washington, February 12.—The final 
week's discussion of the pending financial 
bill was begun in the senate today. The 
speakers were two republicans, Mr, EIl- 
kins, of West Virginia, and Mr. Wolcott, 
of Colorado, and one populist, Mr. Butler, 
of North Carolina. 

Mr. Elkins advocated the passage of the 
pending senate measure in a brief but 
forceful argument. Mr. Wolcott, chair- 
man of the international bimetallic com- 
mission of 1897, spoke for many republi- 
cans who adhere to bimetallism and his 
speech, earnest and eloquent, was received 
with unusual attention. Mr. Butler advo- 
cated the adoption of his amendment pro- 
viding for an of paper currency 
by the government. 

A house bill for the preservation of the 
frigate Constitution was passed,the meas- 
ure providing that the ship should be re- 
stored as nearly as possible to its orig- 
inal condition. A bill was also passed ex- 
tending the powers and functions of the 
court of private land claims until June 
30, 1902. 

The financial] .bill was hten called up 
and Mr. Elkirs addressed the senate. He 
said Mr. Chandler's speech of Saturday 
would be distributed by hundreds of 
thousands of Mr. Chandler's political ene- 
mies, Mr. Elkins commended the general 
provisions of the bill, but criticised the 
sixth section providing for the funding of 
the public debt. 

Gold Standard Side Presented. 

“We should not,’’ he said, ‘reach con- 
clusions and legislate from the standpoint 
of vision or the highest wave of prosperi-

ty the country has ever had. The condi- | 


tions which surround us in the financial 
and commercial world are extraordinary. 
Present favorable conditions will be fol- 
lowed naturally by a reaction that will 
bring new experiences.’’ 

The senator suggested that the guvern- 
ment might find it difficult at some time 
in the future to keep the proposed 2 per 
cent bonds at par, and asked would it 
not be better and in the public interest to 
make--the rate of interest higher, say 3 
per’cent, and offer no inducements to the 
national banks. 

In closing he said that even under more 
favorable conditions than are promiseu 
in the pending bill, note circulation of 
national banks may disappear, partly be- 
Cause it is not profitable now to the banks 
and may not be under the provisions of 
this bill, and partly because of the preju- 
dice and opposition on the part of a large 
proportion of the people to national banks 
issuing currency; but largely, and more 
than all this, for the reason there will be 
no need of bank note circulation in case 
the increase of certifitates against gold 
deposits in the treasury should continue. 

To his mind, gold certificates and silver 
certificates under proper limitations are 
the money of the future, and the very 
near future. This would leave with the 
government the sole power of issuing mon-

Referring 
to the first section of the senate bill, de- 
claring the gold dollar should continue to 
stand as the standard unit of value, Mr. 
Wolcott said: 

Of course it will—and it would so 
continue if this section were eliminated 
from the bill. The section has been 
the law since 1873 and is hardly worth 
discussing now. 

The provision requiring the payment 
of the principal and interest of the new 
bonds in gold, reports, I think, a mis- 
taken view as to ur national credit. 
I cannot but express my regret that 
the committee felt that the exigencies 
of the money market required a depart- 
ure from the terms heretofore used in 
government obligations. 

A Warning to Republicans. 

Adverting to national banks and the 
other provisions of the bill which affords 
them opportunity to increase their circu- 
lation to the par value of all government 
tonds deposited, Mr. Wolcott said: 

Succeeding years have only more firm- 
ly implanted them as an integral part 
of our financial system, not to be up- 
rooted without a more radical change 
of policy than any party administra- 
tion should care to attempt. It is esti- 
mated that within the _ next few 
months at least $200,000,000 of additional 
national bank circulation will follow 
the passage of the bill. 


“The enactment of this measure 
into law without gt the same time 
accompanying it with a _ reaffirm- 
ance of the position of the republican 
party respecting international. bi- 
metallism would be an apparent 
abandonment of the principles and 
policy of the party, and the amend- 
ment reported by the finance com- 
mittee conveys a positive assurance 
to the world that this country, able 
to hold its own among the nations 
of the earth, with gold as its stand- 
ard, is still ready to meet and treat 
with the other leading commercial 
countries looking to an international 
agreement to open the mints of the 
world to silver as well as gold.” 

Mr. Wolcott, at the conclusion of his 
speech, was heartily applauded by people 
in the galleries. He also received a cor- 
dial congratulation from many of his 
colleagues on the floor.

New Yorker Gives Life to First 
Anti-Trust Session 


RESOLUTIONS ARE ADOPTED 


No Trust That Cannet Be Prosecuted in 
Court, Says Sulzer 


PLAIN PEOPLE OPPOSED TO COMBINES 


Distinguishel Gathering of Demo- 
crats Welcomed to Chicago Yes- 
terday:' by Mayor Carter 
Harrison—Single Tax- 
ers Turned Down.. 


Chicago, February 12.—Tonight at the 
close of the first day’s proceedings of the 
anti-trust conference called by the Na- 
tional Anti-Trust League, good progress 
had been made with the set speeches, of 
which a dozen or more were delivered. 
The resolutions. committee meantime was 
busy and formulated resolutions covering 
the following points: 

Government ownership of all rail- 
way and telegraph lines; the aboli- 
tion of all special privileges by leg- 
islative enactments; placing on the 
free list of all trust goods, and direct 
legislation by petition from the 
people. 

The discussion in committee was carried 
out on those lines. An amendment was of- 
fered for the taxation of all franchises, 
but was voted down on the ground that 
such action would simply legalize special 
privileges. H. S. Bigelow was the first 
sjeaker at the night session. 

Sulzer Says the Trust Is Criminal. 

Congressman William Sulzer, of New 
York, received a hearty reception when 
presented to the audience. He said: 

“The law on the statute books against 
trusts is clear and plain and the highest 
court in the land has passed upon its va- 
lidity and sustained the constitutionality 
of its provisions. The anti-trust law of 
1890 declares that every contract.or com- 
bination in the nature of a trust in_re- 
straint of trade and commerce among the 
several states or with foreign nations is a 
conspiracy,illegal and void, and punishable 
by fine and imprisonment. Under this act 
it seems to me every trust in the United 
States can be prosecuted for violation of 
law, the charter annulled and the men 
behind it punished for conspiracy. Every 
trust by its very nature is in restraint of 
trade and commerce and in violation of 
this law. 

“In my opinion the department 
of justice under the present law can 
institute and successfully maintain 
action against every trust doing bus- 
iness in the United States. The law 
is clear and plain, and the facts are 
within the knowledge of all and too 
obvious for controversy. 

“Flow much longer will the people con- 
sent to be robbed and submissively permit 
a continuation of this outrage? The trusts 


| have their being and grow by special leg- 


islation; they live and wax fat by gov- 
ernmental favoritism. If the question is 
ever presented whether the trusts shall 
own and run the government and enslave 
humanity, or whether the people shall 
own and run the trusts—not for dhe vden- 
efit of the few, but for the good of all— 
and free the industrial masses, then I 
shall vote for the people and in favor of 
government ownership of the trusts.

Each Day, 


LORD ROBERTS MAY COME TOO LATE 


English Commander Entertains the 
Correspondents by Telling Them 
the Censorship Will Short- 
ly Be Lightened 
Considerably. 


Rensberg, February 12.—Hobirks 
and Bastards Nek, which the Boers 
took possession of Saturday, have 
been reoccupied by the British. The 
Boers were shelled out. 


London, February 13.—4:15 a. m.—Lord 
Roberts has gathered 35,000 men with 
whom, according to the best military 
opinion in London, he purposes turning 
the left of the Magersfontein lines near 
Jacobsdal, entering the Free State, com- 
pelling General Conje to raise the siege of 
Kimberley, andsthus making his first step 
toward Bloemfontein, 

Yesterday Lord Roberts announced the 
appointment of General Sir Henry Col- 
ville, hitherto commander of the Guards 
brigade,- to the command of the Ninth 
division, which is being formed and will 
consist probably to a great extent of 
colonial troops. General Colville will be 
succeeded by General Reginald Pole-Ca-¢ 
rew. 

Lord Roberts tells the correspondents 
that when he gets down to business they 
shall have ample opportunities to send 
news. His chief press censor yesterday 
issued rules, and in future all written 
communications are to go unchecked, 
telegrams will be censored, For 
days little news is likely 
to get through, but later there will be 
more freedom. Thus says the censor, 
and the last clause may be interpreted to 
mean that something is about to happen. 

Terrible Death Rate at Kimberley. 

Kimberley, tweny miles away from the 
Modder river position, is in sore straits. 
Details of the December death rate show 
that in a population of 14,000 white and 
19,000 blacks— 

The mortality was sixty whites 
and 138 blacks per 1,000. The in- 
fantile death rate was 671 per 1,000 
among the whites and 912 per 1,000 
among the blacks. Fever is preva- 
lent. 


Meanwhile the bombardment by the 
Boers has increased,and there is imminent 
danger of the town falling under the very 
eyes of Lord Roberts. It is believed in 
circles close to the war office that he will 
move at once. 

Scouts nave approached within a thon- 
sand yards of the Boer entrenchments at 
Magersfontein. They have found these 
strong, and ascertained that they are used 
as dwelling places. Naval gunners are 
constantly watching the enemy’s NMnes 
with strong glasses and th>y declare that 
there is an appreciable diminution in the 
30er forces. 

In Natal the Boer commandoes south of 
the Tugela occupy Bold’s farm and sev- 
eral mines*®west of Chieveley. Two thou- 
sand Boers with three guns are advancing 
through Zululand toward Natal. 

No End of British Troops. 

The war office is making preparations 
to continue the stream of troops for South 
Africa. Four large steamers have been 
chartered. Japan agrees to let the Arm- 
strongs transfer to. England four naval 
quick-firers that were built for her, con- 
senting to wait for the execution of her.

February ilth: 

“T have received a telegram from Buller 
as follows, dated Friday, February 9tn: 

“‘It was necessary after seizing Vaal 
Krantz to intrench it, as the pivot of 
further opertions. But I found after try- 
ing two days that owing to the nature of 
the ground that this was impracticable.

GOEBEL’S POLITICS ATTACKED. 


Senator Depew Tells the Republican 
Side of the Case. 

New York, February. 12.—Chauncey M. 
Depew presided over and delivered the 
principal address to the fourteenth. an- 
nual Lincoln dinner of the Republican 
Club, held at Delmonico’s tonight. The 
dinner was attended by over three hun- 
dred members of the club and _ their 
guests. 

Senator Depew, before introducing the 
first speaker, addressed the gathering, in 
part, as follows: 

“A student of the teachings of Lincoln 
will find instructive lessons applicable to 
the present conditions in the state of 
Kentucky. The situation in the common- 
wealth brings emphatically to the front 
one of the perils of our institutions. The 
country is filled with horror, both at the 
murder of Mr. Goebel and the causes 
which led to it. 

“The whole spirit and philosophy of 
Lincoln’s politics were the power of the 
people. 

‘‘Mr. Goebel prepared and had enacted 
as election law which went.by his name, 
and whose avowed object was to prevent 
the people from having their will unless 
their votes were in accordance with his 
wishes. The opportunity for fraud upon 
the ballot and violations of the popular 
judgment was placed upon the statute 
books of the commonwealth of Kentucky. 
This crime against liberty and popular 
government aroused such indignation 
among the intelligent and honest voters 
of Kentucky that they repudiated this 
invasion of their rights by an overwhelm- 
ing majority.’

that the city shall receive in some way 
adequate return for bestowing privi- 
leges which are highly valuable. 

The question of past franchises is 
not at issue—The Constitution is deal- 
ing with the question of what the city 
shall do for the future. It is true, as

BEING CONGRATULATED 
Washington, February '12,—(Special.)— 


Hon. Amos Cummings is being congratu- 
lated right and left on the substantial 
way in which the suggestion of his name 


as a vice presidential candidate is being 


taken by leading democrats. There is no 


man in congress who is personally more 


popular and none in whose ability as a 
candidate for any office there is greater 
confidence. That he would be a valu- 
able aid to Mr. Bryan in the east is con- 
ceded by everybody and right now there 
is a tendency to believe that democratic 
prospects in the east are by no means 
bad. 

Mr. Bryan is more than pleased with

| ETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


Mr. Hurt on Municipal Ownership. 

Editor Constitution—Your editorial in your 
issue of last Friday, headed ‘‘Necessity of Mu- 
nicipal Ownership,’ is timely, but I find that a 
part of what you say leaves one in doubt as to 
your real meaning in some points touched 
upon. 

You are right in the position that what- 
ever of value there is to the city in public 
franchises should be secured to it and to the» 
people composing the city, and I understand 
you further hold that corporations having aj- 
ready invested under the rights heretofore 
granted should be protected in their invest- 
ments. There can be no Cispute about the cor- 
rectness of both these positions. 

In reading that portion of your editorial in 
reference to the granting of franchises jn the 
past, one is liable to be misled into the conely- 
sion that a great mistake had been made by 
the city. 

Nearly all of the franchises that have been 
granted to street railways in Atlanta in the 
past have gone begging, and were at the 
time and under the circumstances then exist- 
ing, worth nothing to the city, and would have 
brought nothing on the ‘‘auction block.’”’ It wag 
a question long ccnsidered by parties going 
into each company, as to whether the entire 
} investment would prove prcfitable or would be 
los® The street railway lines now operata® 
in the city were originally owned by nine ms- 
tinct corpcrations which were orgarized Opm@m 
time to time within a period of thirty yeurw., 
All of these except three made financial failures 
and were taken in charge by the ccurts. Two 
of the three that did not fail were not financial 
successes for quite a while after thev were 
built. Hundreds of thousands of dollars that 
were placed in the street railway investments 
in this city were lost to the original investors, 
and it was by a mere chance that the Consoli- 
dated Company escaped failure during the last 
financial panic. Failure then was averted only 
because of the invincible courage and Atianta 
pride of our citizens who were then owning the 
properties. 

If traction by horse power was today in use 
and electricity had not been introduced into 
the system, the properties would not pry an 
adequate return on the cost of the rails and ex- 
persive paving paid for by the company. 

Times have changed and conditions have 
changed with them. The city has grown fron 
a provincial town into a great metropolis. The 
men who have bought and preserved to the city 
the street railway system in its present suc- 
cessful operation are Atlanta citizens, and if 
they are so fortunate as to find they now have 
a good investment, it must not be forgotten 
that a very different condition of affairs might 
have existed if the tide had turned against 
them in 1893. They have taken a greut 
chance, ani if they have won, it should be re- 
garded as no discredit, but should be held in 
pride by every }atriotic citizen. The franchises 
wers welll guarded by the city when consolida- 
tion was asked for in I89I. 

You say, ‘‘In a short while Atlanta will have 
two systems of street railways in opgration; 
at least it is to be hoped that nothing wiil 
interfere with the plans that have been inau- 
gurated to that end.’’ Just what you mean by 
this is In doubt. It is well known that the 
city council has granted all the rights asked 
for by the Collins Park Company. You have 
already insisted that respect should be had for 
existing rights of other companies. It is well 
known that he only obstruction that has been 
placed in the way of the future progress in 
the street railway vork has been in the action 
of the city government in declining to grant 
privileges to ths Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company for a steam-heating and lighting 
plant, and for connecting its tracks with the 
Atlanta Railway Company. In parsing one of 
these grants--which was afterwards vetoed by 
the mayor—the city council laid a tax upen the 
revenue of the conipany, to commmense at a pe- 
riod long before the tax could be lai@ on the 
other franchises recently granted the compet- 
ing company. Would you now have the city 
government refuse’ any privileges to the At- 
lanta Railway and Power Company except upon 
conditions, laying a heavy tax upon it, to 
which competing companies should not be sub- 
Zected? Such tax would be a prohibition and 
would preserve the present monopoly in the 
lighting business. 

You refer to a period of twenty-five or thirty 
years, when the present franchises will expire 
and the city will have the right to grant new 
ores and fix different conditions. The pres- 
ent franchises of the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company will not expire until 1941, the 
original charter being for fifty years. The 
franchises to some of the other companies run 
for one hundred years. The grant récently 
made to the Collins Park Company, I think, 
runs for cone hundred years, and under it the 
company can only be subject for a per centum 
tax upon its revenue fater 1941, over forty 
years from this date. 

q 

Any act upon the part of the city govern- 
ment to forc: upon the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company arbitrary conditions and tax- 
es would operate unjustly if submitted to by 
the company, and if not submitted to hy ths 
company wculd be unjust to the citizens who 
have to ride and expect every reasonable facil- 
ity in transportation. If two systems are 
needed by the city, which you seem to advocate, 
the rew system should not be fostered arbitra- 
rily in disregard of the rights of the old one. 
Indeed, it is the old system, comprising and 
operating the Mines of six of the oldest compa- 
nies, that is serving nine-tenths of the people, 
and to which alone they must look for the best 
accomodaticns. 

Street railway competition is a misnomer as 
applied to the best interests of the people at 
large who patronize the roads. No independent 
System can be built and survive in Atlanta. 
The people are going to seek that company’s 
lines which furnish the greatest accomodations, 
as has been found in every other city in this 
country of Atlanta’s size. The consolidation of 
all lines is essential to the best interests of 
the whole city. As this method of transporta- 
tion has grown so popular under electric pro- 
pulsion and has superseded many other meth- 
ods, the people in any part of the city demand 
the right to go by this quasi public method to 
Consolidation of 
lines is demanded in their interest. If the 
company owning them fails to do its duty, then 
the government must see to it that it does dis- 
charge its duty to the public. Consolidation is 
the one thing that is demanded by progression. 
Crerations under consolidation must be carried 
on under the most complete and accomodat- 
ing manner in order to bring the best return 
to the company, and this the company must 
recognize. 

If it fails to do so the law should compel 
it to discharge its duty. I do not expect you 
to egree with me on this proposition, although 
you favored consolidation in |89!1, when we 
had six separate corporations. But the time 
will come, after more loss and interference, 
when the principle will be recognized here as 
well as elsewhere. It is inevitable. 

You say, ‘‘The city should always have an 
exact understanding of the limitation of ex- 
isting charters, and when this is done the city’s 
charters should be so amended as to prevent 
any giving away of the right to use the streets 
beyond that time.’’ This is pre-eminently wise 
advice. But how can it be accomplished? But 
recently an offer was made to place the city 
in position where it would own practically all 
of the street railways within its borders within 
a period of less than twenty years, and without 
a dollar of cost to it. The city council disre- 
garded the proposition, granted new franchises 
for a hundred vears. It was with a view to 
accomplishing the very result that your able 
editorial seeks to accomplish that I induced the 
owners of the street railway properties last 
summer to make .o the city that most liberal 
proposition, and now that it has been disre- 
garded, turned down without investigation, 
how do you propose to accomplish municipal 
ownership? ’ 

I make bold to state that the time will come

This movement Las been crystallizing 
for some months; the plans are now in 
definite shape, and at least half a dozen 
prominent retail merchants on~- Peters 
street wil] begin buying cotton from the 
farmers as socn as the crop begina to 
come in next fall. 

A large warehouse for the housing of 
cotton is also in contemplation, and this 
will no doubt be a direct result of the 
individual buyers going into the market. 
In regard to the warehouse no definite 
plans have been framed, but if the num- 
ber of individual buyers aggregate the 
expected proportions’ it will become a 
logical necessity. 

Foremost in the movement, which is 
one of ‘the most important that has taken 
place in loca] business circles in years, is 
J.’ R. Smith, of the firm of Smith & Hig- 
gins, the largest retail merchants on Pe- 
ters street. Others interested are William 
F. Wesley and W. W. Morgan, of Mor- 
ran & Sewell, all prominent merchants 
on Peters street. 

Origin of the Movement. 

The inovement had its origin last fall 
though the causes leading up to it have 
been the subject of discussion for some 


years. 

For a number of years the retail mer- 
chants of the city whose places of busi- 
ness are on.streets connected with the 
outlying wagon roads, have fit a notic- 
able falling off in trade of the farmers. 
This they found was due to the fact that 
Atianta was. paying from % to 1 cent less 
for cotton than small towns like Fair- 
burn, Griffin and other places.

The Vandebilt interests are influential, 
if not predominant, in the Lackawanna 
company, and long before the retirement 
of the venerabie Samuel Sloan from the 
presidency of the company last March, 
at which time he was made chairman 
of the board of dirctors, it was generally 
understood that plans were in contem- 
plation for radical changes in the man- 
agement and policy of the road, similar 
to the changes carried into execution in 
the New York Central on the lection of 
S. R. Callaway as president of that great 
corporation. The first step in the con- 
sumation of these plans was taken when 
William H. Truesdale, then vice presi- 
dent and general manager of the Rock 
Island road, was elected Mr. Sloan’s suc- 
cessor as president. Mr. Truesdale, who 
is a man in middle life, of vigorous healtn 
and with an energy and aggressiveness 
usually regarded as characterstle of 
western railway managers, is understood 
to have been the personal choice of Wil- 
liam K. Vanderbilt for the pr¢gidency of 
the Lackawanna, 


The Northern Pacific’s acquisition of 
the Everett and ‘Monte Christo and its 
terminals at Everett, Wash., is spoken 
of as President Mellen’s latest coup in 
his competition with President Hill, of 
the Great Northen, and as being a severe 
blow to the plans formulated by the 
latter when he threatened to remove his 
Seattle terminals to Everett if the Seattle 
authorities did not accept his proposi- 
tion for a new passenger station. He 
sought to-coerce Mr. Mellen into joining 
with him fn that project and hhaving a 
union station.

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I am accused of teaching that a 
belief in the deity of Christ is not 
necessary for salvation. This is 
correct, and in so teaching, I have 
the support of the founder of Meth- 
Odism, John Wesley, and I am 
proud to be his follower. I am said 
to have belittled°the significance of 
the death of Christ. I prefer to 
fpeak of salvation through Christ, 
rather than lay the whole stress on 
His death, and tn this I follow Wes- 
ley. : 

I shall have to plead guilty to the 
charge of believing that some of 
the stories in the first chapters of 
Genesis are more or less legends. 
The statement with reference to my 
view of the Sabbath is another mis- 
representation, I do not beHeve that 
the world was actually created in 
the length of time given.—Profes- 
fessor H. W. Mitchell as quoted 
in press dispatches. 
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The foregoing interview, published in 
a dispatch to The Constitution yesterday 
morning from Boston, caused a consid- 
erable glir among the Methodist ministers 
of Atlanta, comfing as it did from Pro- 
fessor Hinckley W. Mitchell, of the Bos- 
ton University School of Theology, of 
the Methodist Episcopal church, north, 
and one of the best known theologians in 
the east. 

The interview was given by Professor 
Mitchel] after repeated requests for an 
answer <o the charges made against him 
by the disaffected students of the school. 
The professor stated his position clearly 
and leaves no doubt as to his beliefs con- 
cerning Methodism and its doctrines.

“That he believed in and contended 
earnestly for the divinity of Christ cannot 
be denied by any one who has read his 
sermons. Nor do I understand this doc- 
trine denied by Professor Mitchell. What 
is affirmed is that faith in the divinity of 
Christ was not held by Mr. Wesley to be 
necessary for salvation. His own writings 
will settle the question, 

“TI quote a few passages—his sermons 
are full of them. In answer to the ques- 
tion, ‘What faith is it through which we 
are saved? his reply, in part, is: ‘Not the 
faith alone of devils who believe that 
Christ is the Son of God, that He was 
God manifest in the flesh, but it is faith 
in Christ, in the Lord Jesus and acknowl- 
edges His death as the only sufficient 
means for redeeming man from death 
eternal. It is not only an assent to the 
whole gospel of Christ, but a recumbency 
upon Him as our atonement and our life, 
as given for us.’ ‘God, who is rich in 
merey, even when we weré dead in sins, 
hath guickened us together with Christ.

‘through faith.’ ‘Dost thou believe in the 


Lord Jesus Christ, God over all, blessed 
forever? Then, thou art crucified to the 
world and thy life is hid with Christ in 
God.’ 

‘As to whether Mr. Wesley believed 
that the six days of creation were each 
twenty-four hours long, I do not remem- 
ber to have seen any word from him on 
that point. Professor Mitchell in his be- 
lief that the days of creation were not 
six of our days does not claim to follow 
Mr. Wesley. He simply gives his own 
opinion, 

“At another point he does claim to be- 
lieve with Mr. Wesley, namely, in stress- 
ing salvation through Christ and not 
alone through his death. Here, again, is 
danger of juggling with words. Salvation 
from the guilt and condemnation of sin, 
Mr. Wesley taught, is the result of 
Christ’s atoning death alone, but the un- 
folding of the new life is the fruit of the 
life of Christ, just as the living branch 
grows by virtue of its connection with the 
living vine.”’ 


DR. BIGHAM ACCUSES 
MITCHELL OF HERESY 


Dr. R. J. Bigham, presiding elder of the 
North Atlanta district, says if Professor 
Mitchell has been quoted correctly he is 
what is commonly called a heretic. Dr. 
Bigham says that Methodism is greater 
than John Wesley, and that the latter 
was not infallible because he believed in 
witches. 

Dr. Bigham’s communication follows: 

“When Professor Mitchell says that a 
belief in the deity of Christ is not neces- 
sary to salvation he states a proposition 
which might be true of a man who had 
never heard of Christ; for the Bible 
teachés that the heathens will be judged 
by the light they have, and the Method- 
ist church does not hold in the body of 
her theology that only believers in Christ

‘But if Professor Mitchell means to say 
that Methodists go not hold that belief 
in the divinity of Christ is necessary to 
salvation through Him, then he is what 
is commonly called a heretic, for the di- 
vinity of Christ is a doctrine of the Meth- 
odist cnurch.

Dr. Lewis rath- 
er inclines to the opinion that a belief 
in the divinity of Chrst is not necessary 
to salvaton, although he “(firmly'=§ an- 
nounces that it is a doetrine of Method- 
ism. He says that bad hearts and not 
weak heads are responsible for the loss 
of souls. 

What he says follows: 

“Professor Mitchell belongs to the 
northern section of Methodism. Still the 
fame doctrines are taught by all bodies 
of Methodism. He, therefore, speaks for 
all Methodist churches if for any. But 
he speaks for nobody except himself and 
a very small following of learned cranks 
when he admits a belief that ‘some of 
the stories in the first chapters of Genesis 
are more or less legendary’—intimating 
which ones when he adds: ‘I do not be- 
Heve that the world was actually created 
in the length of time given.’ A 

‘‘Methodists, with few exceptions, lieve 
that all the stories in the first chapter 
of Genesis, instead of being ‘legendary 
in the least, are altogether historic. The 
church does not claim that the matter 
out of which the world was made was 
created in six days, but it does believe 
and teach that the world, inclusive of 
the six distinct acts of creation, was 
created in six distinct days. But it does 
not insist, and never requires as an arti- 
cle of faith, that these were six consecu- 
tive days. The first day may have been 
millions of years from the sixth day of 
the creation, and jt may have been only 
one-sixtieth of one year, But these were 
days, not indefinite periods of time. 

‘‘As to his denial that the church holds 
to a belief in the divintty of Christ as 
neeessary to salvation, some explanation 
of the professor’s real position is appa- 
rently due him. I do net . understand 
that he either denies or questions the di- 
vinity of Christ. If that is his attitude, 
however, he is not a Methodist. Meth- 
odism holds that Jesus Christ is God; 
that tthe world was made by Him and 
is upheld by the word of His power; that 
He gave the law to Moses, and Himself 
appeared to Joshua and Elijah; that He 
emptied Himself of His eternal glory and 
sovereignty in order to take upon Him- 
self the form of a servant. It inflexibly 
holds to His absolute and eternal God- 
head, and teaches there can be no salva- 
tion without His mediation and redemp- 
tive work for any human soul. 

“But it is quite another thing to say 
that nobody can be sived by Him excep< 
on a belief in His divinity. How, then, 
are chilcren saved? And yet not one of 
the countless dead has ever been lost. 
Are no heathen gaved, merely because 
Cririst is not known to them? W hat 
shall we say also of the Unitarians and 
the Jews? Are all these persons, whose 
faith does not grasp the divinity of 
Christ, reprobate because of that fact? 
No, indeed! Nothing but sin, loved and 
clung to, necessitates a soul’s condemna- 
tion. All men who are trying to do right, 
in the fear and honor of the Almighty, 
will be gaved. But not a soul- of them, 
except by the personal help of the Son 
of Man, the Son of God! He alone saves. 
It’s not our faith in His divinity, but 
in Him, that puts such as have the gospel 
in the plain paths of salvation. 

“This I understand to be the church's 
faith touching salvation in Christ. While 
I cannot doubt the eternal Godhead of 
Jesus Christ any more than I can ques- 
tion my own being, I cannot think that 
noble and true people who don’t believe 
in His divinity as I do will therefore he 
rejected by Him at the judgment. It is 
not a weak head but a bad heart that 
brings His disapproval upon anybody. 
This lets some of ‘tthe Christian Scientists 
and Spiritualists into the kingdom at last 
and is the open door for many another 
irrational and wild teacher to come finally 
unto a Knowledge of the truth.” : 


REV. DAVES DISAGREES 
WITH THE BOSTON IAN 


Rev. J. T. Daves, pastor of Park Street 
Methodist church, expresses his opinion 
that the belief of Professor Mitchell will 
have little.effect upon Methodist dictrines 
and upon the church. tev. Mr. Daves 
disagrees entirely with the views of Pro- 
fessor Mitchell and states his belief in 
unmistakable terms. 

His communication follows: 

“The telegram containing a statement 
of the views of Professor H. W. Mitchell 
upon certain theological and Biblical ques- 
tions raises issues that cannot begin to 
be discussed in the space given me. At 
the same time the statement itself is too 
brief to give fair ground for comment. 
Frequently a full and clear explanation 
of one’s meaning upon controverted points 
would save endless discussion. So far as 
{ can judge, the professor's views are 
not new, but are the ‘outcome of certain 
tendencies to be seen in al] evangelical 
churches. This faction of the Christian 
church is sometimes inclined to think 
that jt can ‘revolutionize’ the teachings 
of the various denominations, but it a)- 
most invariably slights the profound 
depths of feeling and thought upon which 
they are founded. 

“Professor Mitchell is accused of teach- 
ing that a belief in the deity of Christ 
is not necessary to salvation, and claims 
that in this position he has thé support 
of John Wesley. Methodists do believe, 
in common with all orthodox churches, 
that it is possible for ‘Gentiles not hav- 
ing a law to be a law unto themselves:’ 
that many of those pure and noble spirits 
which one has aptly termed ‘seekers after 
God’ have been saved. Thus Wesley 
expresses his belief that Marcus Aurelius, 
the great Roman emperor and stoie phi- 
losopher, Was among the number of the 
redeemed. Every man who is true to the 
light he has received in life will not be 
harshly adjudged and set aside by the 
just judges of all the earth, and so 
Methodists believe that many in Christian 
lands who have not had real opportunity 
to accept or reject Christ will be saved 
by the power that dwelleth in them. But 
this is quite different from the broad 
statement quoted above, for whisk no 
one it seems could have the temerity to 
quote John Wesley as authority. His 
followers insist that the power of Christ 
for salvation lies in the fact of His divine 
nature and that one who hears of Christ 
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crucified. With Paul it 
have ‘redemption through 


with corruptible things as of silver and 
gold from our vain conversation which we 
had from our fathers, but by precious 
blood of Christ.’ 

‘In lack of fuller Infermation, Professor 
Mitchell’s references to the earlier chap- 
ters of Genesis cannot at all com- 
mented on. The statement of his views 
are in themselves Vague and carry us 
into a wide field of discussion. wut 
surely no one doubts that Methodism al- 
most as a unit stands by the Bible as the 
revealed word of God. To the eye of 
faith all parts of it are luminous with 
divine meaning. 

“The discussion and feeling thus arous- 
ed in the school of theology of Boston 
university will not at all affect the Meth- 
odist church in the south with which it 
has no connection, nor will it permanently 
affect the great church of which it is a 
part. Methodism is evangelical to the core 
and cannot easily forget its sacred herit- 
age of 150 years.”’

Dr. W. B. Stradley, pastor of Trinity 
church.- believes that if Professor Mitchell 
has béen correctly quoted he should re- 
sign his chair in the Boston university 
and join the Unitarian church.

The New York cotton exchange was closed 
yesterday, and the effect of a very buoyant and 
strong Liverpool was lost so far as that market 
was concerned. 

Liverpool was wild and the advance there 
Was unprecedented, except on Dewey Day, when 
the famous fake telegrams were sent out. 

Both departments were strong, spots ad- 
vancing 3-32, making middling 5 1t-16d, while 
futures advanced -32, equal to about 34 | 
American points. No reason is assigned for 
the advance, but it is thought spinners are 
nervous over what they have been forced at 
last to accept—that cotton at present prices is 
cheap as compared with the prices they will 
he forced to pay later on account of scarcity 
of raw material. 

They have been slow to believe that the crop 
is a short one, and have attributed the small 
movement to a gigantic American ‘‘trust’’ or- 
ganized to rob the English spinner, claiming 
that 2%d for middling. in Liverpool would 
prove profitable to the planter. 

The followtng communication, signed ‘“'N. 
Wallan,’ appeared in The Manchester Guar- 
dian of recent date. He expresses himself free- 
ly and offers some suggestions, which he thinks 
would lower the price: 

“If it is a fact, as is generally thought, that 
the British cotton industry is being cornered 
by speculators in the states, why does the 
British spinner sit down to this treatment with- 
out a murmur? Perhaps he thinks he can get 
out of the position by putting up his prices of 
the manufactured article accordingly. This 
mode of argument may be-all right as regards 
‘time present,’ but what about future results? 
American spinners are reported to have bought 
their supplies at about Id per pound below 
the present prices. The continent has been all 
along the advance taking their usual quanti- 
ty. The only one to hang back has been the 
British spinner since the advance assumed 
Such proportions that he saw it was not war- 
ranted by the position, and hoping that the 
Speculator might loose his hold on the supplies 
and normal conditions be resumed. Instead, 
the speculators have intensified the position so 
as to make it unbearable.

Jas. Riordan’s Weekly Cotton Letter. 


New York, February 10.—The promise of 
great activity in cotton has been well fulfilled 
this week. The market has had fluctuations 
bordering on the sensational, and shows a sub- 
stantial progress toward higher levels. Liver- 
pool has been the leader in the activity and 
strength and foreign consumers have been 
buying tn the south on an enormous scale. The 
local market, while still relatively the lowest 
in the world, has jumped up in a fashion to 
cause consternation among the bears. The 
basis of the advance has been the abandon- 
ing of all hope in Europe of anything but a 
really small crop and the consequent scramble 
to obtain supplies before it is too late. The 
movement has been heavy, but this has passed 
unnoticed. It would be hard to exaggerate the 
intensely bullish feeling that now prevails 
throughout the cotton world. Notwithstanding 
that present prices are higher than any reach- 
ed in several years, predictions of a further 
material advance are made on all sides. It is 
pointed out that the moderate size of the crop, 
its unequal distribution—Liverpool being in 
| what looks like a very tight place—the abili- 


€ 

owners to hold and their ap- 
parent determination to do so, magnificent 
trade conditions abroad and satisfactory ones 
at home, the great strength of the position 
statistically and the disposition of Europe not 
only to buy her needs but to speculate heavily 
on the bull side render higher prices inevitable 
and fancy ones not unlikely. And yet all the 
really bullish conditions, except the foreign 
buying, existed when the market was a cent 
a pound lower and the world utterly refused 
to recognize them. There is little talk .Aow 
of the mammoth planting sure to be made for 
the new crop, of which we heard so much 
then and the heavy receipts are hardly no- 
ticed. Yet the planting will be stimulated all 
the more by the advance, and the movement 
for the first time indicates the possibility of 
underestimation of this crop. It would be 
unwise, I think, to ignore the present temper 
of the speculation or the relative cheapness 
of New York and the small stock here, but I 
believe that cotton’on its merits is high enough, 
for the present at least, and while the ex- 
tremely optimistic predictions may be realized, 
I would advise my friends to let some others 
make the money that there is in buying now 
and to sell short conservatively on all gvod 
bulges. 


Murphy & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


Liverpool cables were exceedingly strong to- 
day, opening on a range from 6 to 7 points 
over last night’s close. The spots 5-16, sales 
10.000, a further improvement in futures of 
5-64 was recorded during the closing hour, 
net advance for the day being 11-64. There 
was no session of the New York exchange on 
account of holiday, which was not observed by 
the New Orleans cotton exchange. The mar- 
ket there has been exceedingly strong, show- 
ing an advance of 25 to 30 points over last 
night’s close. The onlysexplanation that can 
be obtained regarding Liverpool's strength was 
due to large buying orders for the continent 
and also from this side. Unless Liverpool de- 
clines tomorrow, New York is expected to open 
up 20 to 25 points higher than Saturday’s close 
to respond to Liverpool advices today. New 
Orleans expects tomorrow 17,000 to 18.000, 
against 3,548 last year: Houston 9,500 to 
10,000, against 3,493 last vear.

‘Deemed Goulsby Unfit To Serve as a 


Special Officer, 


PRIVATE DETECTIVES ARE LICENSED 


Dave Looney and Tom Barrett Will 
Be Granted Licenses for Private 
Detective Agency—New Bi- 
cycles Wanted—Other 
Matters Taken Up. 


At its regular monthly meeting last night 
the toard of police commisionengtok up, 
among other matters, the case in which 
Special Railroad Officer W. L. Goulsby 


arrested and had hauled to the barracks: 


in the patrol wagon J. Henley Smith. 

A resolution was adopted notifying the 
Southern Railway Company that the spe- 
cial permit issued to Goulsby would be re- 
voked. 

Chairman Patterson brought the matter 
to the attention of the board. He said 


that he had read in The Constitution 
about how Goulsby had arrested Mr. Smith 
and forced him to ride to the barracks in 
the wagon. , 

“The matter was of such a nature that 
Ideemed an investigation necessary,” said 
“I communicated 
with ths chief and the chief instructed 
Captain Jennings to make an investigation 
Mr. Smith has been a citizen of this 
town too long and Is entitled to too much 
consid2ration to bs submitted to such 
humillation as to be carried through the 
streets in a patrol wagon. I have here 
a long statement from Mr. Smith, and 
another from Special Officer Goulsby, giv- 
ing thetr sides of the affair.’’ 

“I think the citizen has some rights as 
well as the railroads,’’ remarked Com- 
missioner Jones. 

Mayor Woodward asked some questions 
about the right an officer has to make an 
arrest and not force the prisoner to ride 
in &@ wagon. 

“I have the greatest respect for Mr. 
Smith,’ said the mayor, ‘‘and I oaty ask 
these questions because the affair seems 
to be a little mixed.’’ 

No City Law Violated.

DBPICIENCY IN RAIN | 
TS BRING REDUCED 


This Section Is Now Catching Up on 
Rain. 


THE RECORD MAY BE BROKEN 


Precipitation for February Will Be 
Above the Average. 


AN EXCESS FOR THIS YEAR EXISTS 


The Fate of the Present Rainfall Is 
Dependent Upon the Storm Now 
Central in Texas. 


The deficiency in the amount of rainfall 
for this section, which is of long standing, 
is now being reduced. The weather bu- 
reau at this point is keeping tab on the 
drops as they fall and if the present rate 
of precipitation continues Atlanta will 
within a few months be square with the 
elements in regard to rain. The heavy 
rains since Friday have been a big fac- 
tor thus far. 

Since January Ist of the present year 
there has been an excess of 1.43 inches, 
which makes a notable decrease in ihe 
deficiency. Up to 8 o’clock last night 
the total rainfall for the month of Feb- 
ruary had reached a fraction more than 
5.5 inches. This is almost as much rain 
as should be coming to Atlanta during 
the entire month. 

The average precipitation for February 
is 5.67 inches, although the month often 
knows more raia than that. Last year 
6.62 inches fell, although the record of 
181, when 10.41 inches of rain fell during 
the month, is still to be broken. In 1882 
10.29 cnches fell, and during February, 
181, the precipitation was 8.50 inches. 

This year the February rainfall will 
certainly go above the average and if 
the present rate of precipitation continues 
it 1s not at all improbable that the record 
of 1881 will be smashed. Already there 
has been more rain this month than 
occurred during thirteen of the twenty 
Februaries of which records have been 
kept, 

The length of the present period of rain 
in this vicinity is dependent almost en- 
tirely upon the storm that is now central 
in Texas. So long as the storm center 
remains where it now is the rain in this 
section will continue. Whem it begns 
to move away, however—and the indica- 
tions are that it will move either today 
or tomorrow—the precipitation in this 
section will cease. 

Indications received at the weather of- 
fice are to the effect that the storm now 
central over the Texas coast may move 
today, in which event clear. weather will] 
prevail in Atlanta this afiternoon. It is 
believed that the sun will be out tomor- 
row throughout this section.

I desire to make a@ plain statement of 
facts and corditions as now obtained ‘in 
the fertilizer trade, and to show to the 
dealers and consumers of fertilizers that 
the advance in the price of manufactured 
fertilizers is net only just and warranted, 
but is absolutely necessary, and that the 
manufacturers of fertilizers could not 
afford to sell them at the price ruling 
last vear unless they did so at’a very 
heavy loss. 

New, to get down to facts and figures: 
We will see what_has really caused the 
price of fertilizers to be advanced this 
year over last. 

Acid phcsphate peirg one of the _princi- 
pal ingredients in all complete fertilizers, 
I desire to show here how much th's 
article costs to make in excess of the 
cost price for the same thing last year. 
The advance in pyrites,, from which sul- 
phuric acid is made, more than $2 per 
ton over last year. The advance in ni- 
trate cf soda, which is a necessary ingre- 
dient in the manufacture of sulphuric 
acid, 4s fully $8 per ton more than last 
year. Phosphate rock has advanced a 
minimum of $1.75 per ‘ton at the mines, 
end in some grades of rock the advance 
ig more than $3 per ton. These three 
articles constitute what is necessary 10 
make acid phosphate. Put them to- 
gether in the proper proportion and a 
ton of acid phosphate will cost $2.07 more 
than it did last year. 

Bags are costing us 20 cents per ton 
more than they did last year, so that 
the crude material going into a ton of 
acid phosphate is costing approximately 
$2.27 more than it did a year ago. 

Every piece of factory supplies and ma- 
chinery, coal and everything necessary 
to operate a factory is from 25 to 100 per 
cent higher than it was a year ago. This 
will add certainly an additional 10 cents 
to the cost of a ton of fertilizer, making 
in. the most conservative and reasonable 
estimate pessible a ton of 13 per cent 
acid phosphate, bagged and ready for 
shipment, cost the manufacturer $2.37 
more than it did twelve months ago. 

Now, let us look at complete ammonli- 
ated fertilizers: We will take what is 
commonly known as standard grade of 
complete fertilizer, running, say, 2% per 
cent of ammonia, 8 per cent of available 
phosphorie acid, and 1 per cent of potash. 
As IL have above demonsrated, acid phos- 
phate costs $2.07 more thdn last year. 
This is equivalent to a little more than 10 
cents per 100 pounds. In making the 2%, 
8 and 1 fertilizers, 1,200 pounds of acid 
phosphate would be necessary, so at 10 
cents additional cest per 100 pounds the 
additional cost fér atid phosphate would 
be $1.20. 

If cotton seed meal was used for the 
ammonia, it would take approximately 
700 pounds, and cotton seed meal is now 
worth $6 per ton more than last year, 
which is. equivalent to 30 cents per 10 
pounds, and 700 pounds would cost $2.10 
more than it did last year. Now, add 20 
cents for extra cost-for the bags and 
you have $3.50 per ton more for the mate¢ 
rials than we paid for these same maie- 
rials last year. 

If tankage or blood was used for the
